84, for every hundred pounds ſecured as aforeſaid, on any Houſe or 
Houſes, which is to remain in the hands of the Undertakers,for the {vole ule of the Subſcribers,out of which,the Undertakers are to make preſent Fayment to thoſe 
whoſe Houſes were burat ; and the ſaid money from time to time fo paid,is to be made up again out of the Money Subſcribed, according to their ſeveral and 
reſpeQive Rates. And at the expiration of their ſeveral "Cearms is to be repaid by the Undertakers.

Houſes are Burnt, Demoliſhed or Damnified by Bire, within Sixty days after ſuch Fire ſhall happen, without Defalcation or Delay,*and will abide by the loſs 
of all ſuch as become Inſolvent, Remove, and cannot be found, or otherwiſe make anydefault of Paying their ſeveral Rates from time to time, 

The Undertakers will likewiſe provide Surveyors to View all the Houſes ſecured, to the End no more Money be Secured on them then they are really worth: 
And provide a Convenient Office where Clarks ſhall attend at Seaſonable Hours, to Regiſter the Houſes Secur'd, and tile the Inſtruments, in ſuch manner, Ih 
any one Reſorting thither, may ſee how much Money is Secured on any Houles that ſhall happen to be burnt : And then finding how much Money is Secured by 
the —_— Society (rating the Timber-Houſes double,) they may themielves at any time ſee how much each man.

And for the better ſerving all mens occaſions, It will be {> Order'd, that any one of the Society may remove theirSubſcriptions from one Houſe to ano- 
ther (unleſs the ſaid Houſe be Mortgaged; Sold, or otherwile Conveyed to others as a ſecured Houſe) of which the Mortgagees or Purchaſers are deſired to 
give notice tothe Clerks aiiending the Office. : = 
3. The more entring into this Society makes the Fund by which the Houſes are Secured,the greater, and the Charge the leſs: And if the Number may be 
ſuch,as gives the Undertakers Encouragement, they will at their own Charge hirea Competent Number of Skillfull men,who ſhall on any Fire refort thither, 
to quench the Same; And will alſo give Bafpges ro Porters of known Credir, to help to remove, and Carry goods; who ſhall not receive the ſaid Badges, untill 
they have given Security for the true performance of their Truſt. And laſtly, becaufe there is nothing (we can Imagine) can hinder any one from entring into 
this Society,but the Uncertainty of the Charge, we have (for the Satisfaction of ſuch as may be inclined) made (we hope) a Reaſonable Computation, as near as 
can begueſt, of all the Loſs by fire, witbin 15. years next following the Great Conflagration ; for in ſuch Caſes there can be no better Calculation made, then 
by comparing the Future with the Paſt. ; ;
